THE JEWS AND RUSSIA, : 


IN our issue of March 30th we referred to the statements made by the | | 


Petrograd Correspondent of the Times, in a despatch written trom Riga. 
These dealt, in one part, with an alleged act of revolt on the part of Jewish 
students at Yurieff University, which it was said had culminated in 
bloodshed and the destruction of property.

however distressing and regrettable such an incident 
may be, and however much, as Jews, we deplore this action of tellow-Jews 
assuming the facts to be as the correspondent states them, it would be 
too much to expect that a vast seismic upheaval such as has occurred in 
Russia could settle down without disturbances resulting.” 
allusion proves now to be completely justified, at least so far as doubting the 
allegations made in this particular matter goes, by aletter which the London 
Correspondent of the Bourse Gazette (M. FARBMAN) sent to the 
Times last Monday. M. FARBMAN states that the allegations of the 
Times correspondent seemed so improbable that in communicating them 
to his paper he expressed the hope that they would be investigated 
and verified. The Bourse Gazette thereupon sent a special correspondent 
ic Yurieff for the purpose. . On April 4th, M. FARBMAN now says, his 
paper printed as the result of the inquiry, a series of documents ‘' demon. 
strating the untruth of the alleged fact, and of the insinuations of the 
Petrograd Correspondent of the Times.” In addition we print this week 
the statement which the Conjoint Committee, with commendable prompti- 
tude, has elicited on the subject from the Jewish Senator, M. VINAvER. 
This distinguished Russian Jew has investigated the report and gives facts. 
which, as he says, prove incontestably that the Times message is “ untrue 
from beginning to end.”’ Baron DE GUNZBURG, who was also approached 
in the same connection by Mr. LEorotp pDE ROTHSCHILD, as well 
as the Editors of the Birshevija Vedomosti, confirm this conclusion, 
and we are very glad to see that an unpleasant report, 
to which much prominence. was given at the time, is thus disproved, 
It is extremely necessary in the delicate, indeed, highly critica)

may be of lasting import not alone to the Jews in Russia but to the whole 
of the race throughout the world. It would be fatal were any section of 
our people in Russia led into a wrong path, and it might be almost equally 
damaging if they gave colour to any suspicion that they were being so misled. 
The importance of this urgent warning is emphasised by the news from 
Russia, the nature of which will be gathered from the extract headed “ An 
Internal Crisis,” which we reproduce in another column, from the Times of 
Wednesday. We sincerely and fervently hope that all the Jews of Russia 
will remain heart and soul loyal to the Provisional Government which is 
the one and only hope for the nation, and especially for the Jewish portion 
of the nation. We are glad to see that an influential Jewish deputation has 
assured the Prime Minister, Prince Lvorr, of the complete union of Jews 
with the Russian people and of their determination to “ exert every effort 
to. repulse the foe and to support the Provisional Government in con- 


Nidation of their hard-won freedom.” M. \ ER, too, in his telegram 


to the Conjoint Committee, says, that the Jews in Russia have 
met their liberation with joy and dignity. We hope they will maixtain the 
ittitude thus defined, and not allow any excessive emotionalism to 
interfere with their fidelity to the powers that be. Wetrust that they will 
give no sort of opportunity to others to employ them as instruments for 
personal or unpatriotic ends. The moment is, as we say, critical and it 
behoves every Jew to remember that he holds in his keeping not only the 
security but, what is infinitely more precious, the honour of bis people. 


RUSSIAN-BORN JEWS AND MILITARY SERVICE, 


We desire to say not a word that could aggravate the very real diffi- 
culty surrounding the question of the recruiting of Russian-born Citizens. 
But week succeeds week, and month montb, without anything being done, 
while all the time jocal sentiment in the East End and many other districts 
of the Metropolis and in the Provinces grows more bitter. We are told of 

pt, ut 
these seem to lag, and meanwhile those who conceive themselves 
adversely atiected by the present situation—and, as a letter we 
publish elsewhere goes to show, these are by no means confined 
to non-Jewish circles—fret and chafe under the delay. Indeed, an 
unhappy sentiment is growing up which it is possible may extend to 
Jews in this country generally who are, of course, in no wise responsible 
for the attitude of these misguided men. It is high time that the 
Government took the country into its confidence upon this matter, made 
a clean breast of the difficulties which it is encountering, and told us what 
jt proposes to do. If it could be induced te take this course more 
patience might perhaps be induced in those who are clamouring for 
instant action; while the publicity given to the position might 
well léad to the devising of some exit from the apparent impasse. Our 
information is that thousands of young Russian-born Jews are anxious to 
return now to Kussia, willing if needs be, there to do Military Service, but 
that lack of tonnage stands in the way of their desire. This may or may 
not be the case, though we should not be surprised to find this result of the 
new conditions in Russia. But this willingness to return to Russia, however 
genuine and widespread, does not solve the difficulty, and we venture, even 
at this late hour, to appeal tc our Russian coreligionists to look at the 
matter in a somewhat better spirit. In particular we would appeal to all 
their best instincts, as men, of these Russian-born: Jews to help the 
great Russian nation in the realisation of the noble ideals which it is 
seeking to carry to fruition, and to join withit in safeguarding these 
common ideals of Jew and Christian against the overthrow which threatens 
them from the Enemy States. Our Russian coreligionists can best 
solve. the present problem in the way which all the world and their own 
future ofispring will acclaim. And that is by giving the speediest aid 
available to them in the grand struggle that the Allies have undertaken for 
liberty and justice of which the Jew will share the fruit. As we have 
said, the sendiug back to Russia of Jews who will not volunteer to serve in 
the British Army is no longer specifically a Jewish question. But the 
trouble that may ensue to Anglo-Jewry by the attitude of a number of 
recalcitrants who, unhappily, are being misled, is eminently one for Jewish 
consideration, and, if necessary, for Jewish action, First, however, we 
must know fully and completely the attitude of the Government upon 
the subject. 


THE ROTHSCHILD MEMORIAL WINDOW. 


On Thursday last a window, the gift of Lady ROTHSCHILD, was 
dedicated in the Great Synagogue in memory of that great Jewish 
benefactor, the late Lord ROTHSCHILD. The window will form a beautiful 
if still inadequate, memorial of a noble and highly beneficent career, 
and is well placed in a religious centre to which the deceased peer 
was sincerely and deeply attached. We hope that the community itself will 
one day raise some other concrete testimony to a life so full of good deeds, 
ational endowment or some 
similar form in keeping with the idéa ie ‘achievenients of the Jewish 
philanthropist. We cannot refrain from uttering a word of earnest protest, 
however, against the procedure adopted at last Thursday’s ceremony. 
The function was made a strictly private one. Not only were the general 
public—including, presumably, the seatholders of the Synagogue—excluded: 
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worsbip, was also, until the Cnrer RApst intervened, refused admission. 
We are quite unaware who was responsible for this ridiculous arrange: 
ment, but we are bound frankly to say that this sort of thing 
is not only in complete conflict with synagogue traditions, but is 
incompatible with the manifest rights of the public, to say nothing of 
the law itself. It has, we believe, been laid down that a synagogue 
cannot be monopolised by private persons even for a wedding ceremony. 
That principle surely covers all cases of synagogal services from which it 
is sought to exclude the public. Once a public building supported by public 
funds is resorted to for such purposes, the public have an indefensible right 
to attend. Let us add that we are writing this inno merely captious 
spirit—nobody could harbour such feelings in such a connection as that 
with which we are dealing. [ut we sincerely believe that it was contrary 
to the public interest as well as an obvious injustice thus to turn a public 
institution into a sort of private domain—as such, too, it was a poor compli- 


ment tothe late L Roruscuito—and it is because we hold that the 


practice, if not checked, must have unfortunate consequences which we 
should all deplore, that we have deemed it right to enter this caveat. 


A REGRETTABLE INCIDENT. 

We are sorry tolearn that a number of Jewish soldiers on leave should 
have indu lged in public manifestations in the streets last Monday against 
the obligation to return to Camp before the expiration of Passover. We 


fully appreciate the feelings which gave rise to their action, and which in 
norma! circumstances, since it indicates adhesion to the tenets of our faith, 
would do these young men no small credit. But the demonstrators appear 
to liave been oblivious of the fact that the country is in the midst ofa 
terrible war—and, as the news tells us this week, of a vast and critical 
battle—and to expect these conditions the same a ious facilities as 
are granted in times ct Peace is, regrettable as it is to us tb xe compelled 
to say so, unreasonable and fatuous. The war is canals interfering 
with the practice of Judaisin; nay, is not war itself necessarily a negation 
of Jewish observance, as the Maccabees of old were forced to acknowledge ? 
Not only in this country, but over the vast areas where the fhght is 
being waged, hundreds of thousands of our coreligionists have been unable 
to observe even the first days--and, more important, the first nichts—of 
Passover, facilities for which were so generously accorded the Jewish 


soldiers stationed in th intry by the authorities. There is no excuse 
Jews who assembled'in the East End last Monday to have 
raised the protest they did.

JEWS AND THE FUTURE. 


IN the interview with Dr. M. D. Enver, published elsewhere in this 
issue, will be found much bold thinking and still bolder statement. Its 
downrightness and blunt honesty are refreshing to a people which is all too 

prone to take verbal! cover from the assaults of unpleasant realities. This 
is not to say, however, that we agree with some of the propositions which 
Dr. EER lays down with such sincere emphasis—even though in pursuit of 
our invariable practice of giving opportunity to the expression of all Jewish 
views we gladly give them currency. We should be sorry, for instance, to 
regard the Jewish race, as does Dr. EprR, as something worth preserving 
merely on © architectural and artistic grounds,” for all the world as though 
it were some mouldering historic ruin which sightseers might “do,” 
Baedeker in hand, and then pass on to the next old monument. Nor do 
we regard self-government in modern Ghettos as a proper means of fight- 
ing decay. A far better method would be the establishment of a Jewish 
national centre. and in this respect we are happy to find ourselves at one 
with Dr. Ener, who warns us that “the Jew has to wake up; he has to 
recover his dignity and his self-respect as a‘member of a Jewish State. He 
must organise his forces within for this one purpose, the sole end—a Jewish 
State.” In that aspiration Jews can all join with Dr. Ener, whatever their 
views upon his other-—and miaor—prepositions. 


IN THE NEWS. 


Although some of the leading Jews of this country still nervously hold 
their peace about the Russian Revolution, the Russian Jews themselves 
are not nearly so shy.” A great representative meeting 
has been held by ‘hem to celebrate their liberty, and we 
are told that a decision was. arrived at to commemorate 
the historic event by the establishment of a Temple of 
Equality in conjunction with an International Institute for the study of 
national problems. Whatever other Jews may think, our brethren in Russia 
do not minimise recent events, and their choice of memorial is suggestive 
of a profound sense of their’significarice to mankind.

We take 
leave to say that the average Jew's idea of Jewish nationalism is of a far 
more robust character, and that he would scorn such a pinchbeck issue to 
his hopes—an issue which no other nation now strugglicrg for its rights 
would cherish for itself or respect in others..

What, pray, does he call his 
own observation ? 


There is, however, another sense in which what occurred is so import: 
ant. Weareconstantly crying out that our young men of ability will not 
devote their powers tothe ministry. When they see two ministers whose 
lives have been given te the Jewish ministry, who have shed such lustre 
upon it as the ministry of any creed or faith would be proud of, turned 
round upon and rent, pointed to, like Azazel-goats, to bear the sins and 
shortcomings of the whole congregation, how, | ask, are our young men 
likely to derive from the incident any encouragement? Nay, more, how 
can they fail to see in it grave discouragement. The whole incident was 
gravely unfortunate, not alone tothe ministry, not alone to the congrega- 
tion, but to all Anglo- Jewry. I confess I am surprised that so able and 
experienced a Chairman as the one that presided over the meeting 
allowed the discussion to take place. But ashe did so 1 would express 
the hope that some means for displaying the confidence, the affection, 
and the respect in which Mr. Joseph and Mr. Harris are held should 
be adopted. - But then, after all, they are aboveit, and their reputation 
does not need protecting from such attacks as were made at the 
Annual Meeting. 


S I have said I agree very largely with this correspondent. But I cannot 
help feeling that he attaches an undue seriousness to anything either 
of the gentlemen he alludes to may say about Mr. Joseph or 
Mr. Harris. For rebuke, surely the words in the leading Notes of 
last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE are crushingly sufficient. The West 
London Synagogue’s “ministers are second to none in the whole 
community in all the qualities which go to make a worthy ministry.” 
What could be more all-emtracing as a comment upon the bickerings 
of Mr. Ansell and Mr. Henriques? But then let us not forget—the meéting 
took place on April Ist!

The seventy-fifth anniversary set the qnestion as to the spiritual 
success it had attained, and the response caused apparently serious search 
ings of heart among the members. The echoes of this heart-searching 
which were heard at the annual general meeting. Since that function 
took place on .the Ist of April the proceedings cannot be viewed altogether 
independently of the “ feast” which marks that date. (Otherwise it would 
not be easy to maintain even the semblance of patience with some of 
the speakers who took part in the gathering.

Fancy Mr. J. M. Ansell telling ministers like the Rev. Morris Joseph and 
the Kev. Isidore Harris their duty! “Alice in Wonderland” pictures 
nothing so absurdly topsy turvy. And, the second reason is because even 
the |. M. ‘Ansel!s of the world must have their day, and that of the 
particniar deliverance referred to was April Ist. Here, however, is what 
my correspondent has to say on the subject :— 


I do hope you will call attention to the very deplorable and 
dangerous occurrence that took place on Sunday last at the annual 
meeting of the West London Synagogue, when an evidently pre- 
determined attack was made upon the respected ministers. ! 
don't suppose that any notice was given either to them or to 
anyone that could speak on their behalf that this assauit upon their 
character as ministers was to bc made. That makes. of the incident 
a strange commentary on the yearning for what is “ English, quite 
english,” which was also a teature of this meeting, but upon which | will 
tonch only in passing. Yetis it not remarkable that such men who 
have given years of devoted service to the community should be treated 
in this cavalier fashion ? 


There is, however, a much more serious aspect of this matter than 
what concerns either Mr. Joseph or Mr. Harris personally... (Let me 
add that ITexclude the name of Mr. Simmons only, because he is 


comparatively a new recruit to the Ministry). I refer to 
the etiect it must have upon the Ministry generally, when 
they see two of their most respected members thus ~ Annt 
Sallied” and made a_ public. exhibition of—or rather 


their work, for they were not given the opportunity of being 
present. If this had been some provincial place of worship, with a 
congregation composed of foreign Jews, I could have understood it. 
But the crcome de la crcme of English Jewry I never thought would 
so behave. Verhaps the not least remarkable feature of the proceed. 
ings was the fact that-a Henriques actually joined in the fray. He 
accused the ministers of lack of tact. What, pray, does he call his 
own observation ? 


There is, however, another sense in which what occurred is so import- 
ant. Weareconstantly crying out that our young men of ability will not 
devote their powers tothe ministry. When they see two ministers whose 
lives have been given tothe Jewish ministry, who have shed such lustre 
upon it as the ministry of any creed or faith would be proud of, turned 
round upon and rent, pointed to, like Azazel-goats, to bear the sins and 
shortcomings of the whole congregation, how, | ask, are our young men 
likely to derive from the incident any encouragement? Nay, more, how 
can they fail to see in it grave discouragement. The whole incident was 
gravely unfortunate, not alone tothe ministry, not alone to the congrega.- 
tion, but to all Anglo-Jewry. I confess I am surprised that so able and 
experienced a Chairman as the one that presided over the meeting 
allowed the discussion to take place. But ashe did so | would express 
the hope that some means for displaying the confidence, the affection, 
and the respect in which Mr. Joseph and Mr. Harris are held should 
be adopted. - But then, after all, they are aboveit, and their reputation 

does not need protecting from such attacks as were mace at the 
Annual Meeting. 


AS I have said I agree very largely with this correspondent. But I cannot 
help feeling that he attaches an undue seriousness to anything either 
of the gentlemen he alludes to may say about Mr. Joseph or 
Mr. Harris. For rebuke, surely the words in the leading Notes of 
last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE are crushingly sufficient. The West 
London Synagogue’s “ministers are second to none in the whole 
community in all the qualities which go to make a worthy ministry.” 
What conld be more all-em!racing as a comment upon the bickerings 
of Mr. Ansell and Mr. Henriques? But then let us not forget—the meéting 
took place on April ist! Or rather let us dismiss the incident as just a Ist 
of April episode.

An Internal Crisis. 

The Petrograd Correspondent of the Tisues telegraphed on the 18th inst. :— 
The committee of Labour deputies in’ their official organ” publish a series of 
resolutions of a character that leaves no doubt whatever as to their desire to upset 
the Provisional Government and to bring about the defeat of the Russian Armies 
and a dishonourable peace. | 

They announce that they have formed a “Committee on foreign relations,” 
which is to open direct negotiations with the enemy. For this purpose a 
deputation is goimg to Stockholm and a special service of couriers is to be 
established between Russia andiSweden. Furthermore, they demand that their 
representatives should have a voice in directing operations at the front, The 
full text of these acts, according to Thursday's issue of the Bulletin of the 
Committee of workmen's and soldiers’ delegates, is as follows: |Here the 
correspondent gives the text. He then proceéds.] 

The same issue of the committee's Bulletin publishes the “fundamental! pro 
gramme of the committee of soldiers’ deputies, as passed by the 109h Division 
and other units at the front.” Paragraphs 3 and 4 of this document read as 
foliows 

While not repudiating an active defence, we demand_the immediate initiation 
of peace negotiations among all the belligerent Powers, aud propaganda among 


the masses with a view to terminating the war, which is beneficial only to the 
bourgeoisie. 
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We demand the control of the operation department at the various Staffs by 
executive committees of soldiers. 

The other demands deal with political questions. 

The Russkaya Volya, the Republican organ, bas repeatedly. challenged the 
committee of Labour delegates to come out into the light of day and tell the 
world who they are. It has asked them to publish a list of the names of the 
persons who are arrogating to themselves powers of government and prolong- 
ing a state of chaos which is bound to bring the horrors of civil war and an 
ignominious defeat. The committee remains silent. 

The ringleader of the committee is a lawyer, who goes by the name of 
Stekloff. Heisa Jew. M. Cheidze, tf direct associate, isa Georgian. Neither 
of them has the right to speak or to act in the name of Russia. 

I bear that MM. Vinaver and Grusenberg, esteemed Jewish lawyers, have 
declined high posts offered them in the judiciary. They have set an excellent 
example to their coreligionaries. It is high time for the Russian Jews publicly 
to dissociate themselves from the demagogues. 


Jewish Deputation to Prince Lvoff. 


The Petrograd correspondent of the 7:»cs telegraphed on the 7th inst. :— 

Kepresentatives of the Jewish community, headed by M. Friedman, a member 
of the Duma, were received yesterday by the Prime Minister, Prince Lvoff, to 
whom they conveyed greetings on the occasion of the removal of the restrictions 
afiecting nationalities and creeds ; 

M. Friedman reviewed the past thirty-five years of Russian history, during 
which the Jews had suffered the worst forms of persecution. The Provisional 
Government had acted honourably in restoring to the Jews the enjoyment of 
equal rights. His coreligionaries felt themselves in complete union with the 
Russian people, and together with them they would stand loyally in defence of 
their native land, exerting every effort to repulse the foe and to support the 
Provisional Government in consolidation of their hard-won freedom. 

Prince Lvoff said that it was a high honour for the Provisional Government 
fo have removed the inequality under which the different nationalities of Russia 
had suffered. He had seldom been so moved as by this happy mingling of races 

The deputation afterwards visited the Committee of Workmen's and Soldiers 
Delegates, where similar greetings were exchanged. An admirable speech was 
delivered by M. Grusenberg 

On the previous day, ata meeting of the Jewish Club, M. Vinaver, in wel 
coming M. Miltukoft'as the guest of honour, expressed heartfelt joy at the 
removal of the restrictions against the Jews. “For the first time in 2,000 years,” 
he said, “we shall celebrate our Passover, our feast of freedom, not as slaves, 
but as free citizens.”

A population 
of 170 millions has been set free, and all mankind is rejoicing at this wonderful 
development of civilisation. For millions of Jews it has laid the foundation 
for a worthy human existence. 

“We are confident that no offer of freedom will be madeto the Jews of 
Russia involving the renunciation of their nationality, and we know that they 
would never consent to such a condition. New and unexpected perspectives are 
before Zionism. The emancipated Jews of Russia possess unlimited resources, 
which will be employed with fresh enthusiasm for their national feelings and the 
realisation of their traditional ideas. 

“ The greatest ‘ ghetto known to Jewish history has fallen, the Jewish people 
are free, and in its new form the great aim of Zionism will be to labour for the 
attainment of our people's highest goal—a national regeneration in the land of 
Israel.”"— Reuter.

“A Central News telegram despatched from Petrograd on Monday, states : 

At a great meeting representative of the Jewish community in Petrograd to 
celebrate the abolition of the resirictions against Jews in Russia it was decided 
to establish a Temple of Equality in conjunction with an International Institute

for the study of national problems. More than a million roubles were collected 
on the spot when it was announced that a subscription list was being opened, and 
a special committee was then formed to make the scheme known among Jews 
throughout Russia. 


The Haham. on Palestine and its Future. 


We Zionists have often had it said to us that Palestine should be given to the 
Jews [| writes Dr. Gaster in the Pali Mal/ Gazette), that, however, is very far from 
my desire, for without the machinery of Government, and without holding a 
preponderance of population, such a gift would be but a burden, and would be 
productive of nothing but inter-racial strife and national disappointment. What I 
desire to see, and hope that some day I shall see, is Palestine under the political 
control of Great Britain, and of Great Britain alone. The form of suzerainty is 
immaterial, Whether the over-lordship be such as that which prevails in Egypt, 
or Cyprus, or in any other of this country’s protected States, does not concern 
me; it is the substance of progress I seek, not the shadow of a name. It must 
be borne in mind that no condominium of Powers, no dual control, would be a 
possible alternative. For Palestine to be prosperous the firm and just control of 
one Power, and one only, is essential. 

THE PROPOSED CONSTITUTION. 

Existing nationalities would have to be acknowledged, their interests safe- 
guarded, and the Turkish system of groups continued. Thus there would be in 
Palestine three nations: a Mohammedan nation, a Christian nation, and a Jewish 
nation, the sphere of each being determined by the supreme Power, To each 
nation would be given the power of independent internal administration, and the 
control of all matters concerning education and charity, with, of course, the 
power oftaxation. Each language, again, would be recognised as official and legal, 

The Moslem element in Syria has been stationary since the Crusade, and the 
Turkish Government has not contributed to build up the ruins of the desolated 
land. But, at the same time; I should like to say a good word for the Turk , for 
the Jews have had nothing of which to complain. They have not been singled 
out for persecution, or subjected to any special laws, or forced to live in pales of 
settlement, and their feeling is not one of unkindness. They, with the rest of 
the peoples of the Ottoman Empire, have had only to deplore the inertness of the 
Government and the hindrance it has placed in the war of development: and all 
this has ruined the Furk more than it has the Jew. When the change of Govern. 
ment comes, it is -to Great Britain alone that the Jews will look to turn the 
wasted home of their fathers into a land again flowing with milk and honey, and 
to give the inhabitants of the Holy Land that Pax Britannica which is the one 
essential if Palestine is to become the spiritual centre of Jewry and the home of 
the homeless Jew. 

A JEWISH CHARTER 

Jews have no political schemes of conquest, though, once established in 
Palestine, they would constitute a stout barrier to any threat from the north to 
the British Power in Egypt. It would, in fact, be as much a question of self- 
defence: as one of loyalty to those who had given the Jews the possibility of 
settlement in the Holy Land. We contemplate a charter, granted by the 
Sovereign Power to the Jews, a charter that will not impinge upon the acquired 
rights of the actual inhabitants, but will give the Jews a privileged position: the 


right of pre-emption and purchase of Crown lands and railways, and facilities for | 


ail manner of industrial development. Free ingress of immigrants, who wil! flock 
to the Holy Land, will be granted, and the right to regulate the influx vestéd in 
the Jews themselves. 

The Revolution in Russia has changed to a certain extent the aspect of the 
immigration question, and has surely changed it for the better. For the millions 
of Jews in Russia will no longer feel the pressure driving them to emigration, and 
the stream from there will cease to low. The position of the Polish Jew, how- 
ever, still presents a problem for which no solution has been found, and a great 
influx from that part of the world is not unlikely. 

THE HOPE OF THE ZIONIST 

What the Jews want is not the power to rule. but the feeling that they are 
being governed by a just and fair Administration, equitable, tolerant, and sympa- 
thetic; which, moreover, understands the possibilities of their future. Palestine 
to the Jews is not like a Gentile colony. Jews will not. go there to enrich them- 
selves. They will go to find contentment and peace of mind, freedom from 
oppression, so that, unhampered, a spiritual State may rise there to becomea 
centre of light to themselves and to all the peoples. A Jewish Palestine would 
prove a link between the cultures of East and West, the high road where all 
could meet, in peaceful competition, to serve the highest aims of mankind, 


Sir Alfred Mond on the Jewish Future. 


The First Commissioner for Works contributed an interview to the last issue 
of the Weekly Dispatch, in the course of which he said :— 

The great events in Russia and in Palestine, which have arrested the attention 
of the whole world, have a particular concern for the members of the Jewish*race, 
inasmuch as they bring the promise of complete political emancipation in the one 
case and the promise of the realisation in some modified form of a national ideal in 
the other case. 

Of the two the Revolution in Russia, which throws off the political fetters 
which bound them for years, is much the more important development, so far as 
the Jews are concerned, for it applies to five millions of the race, whereas on the 
most optimistic estimate nothing like this number could be affected for many years, 
at any rate, by the maturing of the Palestinian ideal. 

But the Revolution, if it advantages the Jews of RuSsia by ameliorating their 
lot, also in the same process advantages Russia by removing world-wide Jewish 
feeling against Russia. The Jews were never hostile to the people of Russia, 
only to the despotic form of government under which they, in common with their 
Christian fellows, groaned, and their hostility undoubtedly played a great part 
in feeding the repugnance which democratic America discovered for the Russian 
Autocracy. 

With the advent of a Liberal régime in Russia the sentiment of America has 
changed and Jewish influence, which was exerted on the side of anti-Russian 
feeling in America, will now be exerted on the side of pro-Russian feeling—a very 
remarkable but quite natural transformation. 

The effect of granting the Russian Jews political freedom will unquestionably 
be to retain in Russia a great many Jews of high intelligence who will help largely. 
I think, to supply the gap left by the German financiers, scientists, and business- 
men whose connection with Russian life will now be wholly severed. 

Russia, which wilfully in the past refused to make the best use of the particu- 
lar qualities of five million hard-working Jews in her population, will now put to 
the test their usefulness in the development of the country, and in my opinion 
will find them a splendid asset. Wherever the Jew bas received full liberty, as 
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in England for many centuries, he has always proved himself an energetic, enter- 
prising, and loyal citizen whose interests have been identical with those of the 
country in which he resides. In many branches of industry, finance, law, and 
medicine he has excelled. 

Owing to the conditions in Russia, Jews of high scientific attainment have 
been discouraged from pursuing their labours in their native surroundings and 
have gone elsewhere. 1 know many instances where the fruits of the work ol 
great Jewish scientists have been lost in this fashion to Russia. In future there 


will be scope and opportunity for these men in the country of their birth—and 
what an enormous field it is! 


When I was in New York the tremendous zest for educational progress, even 
among the most illiterate of the Jews who had emigrated there, was one of the 
may things which impressed me. _I visited an extremely fine technical school, 
built by the municipality of New York, one of the finest institutions of its kind I 
have ever seen in my life, and there I was told that a very large proportion of the 
pupils were children of the poorest Jewish parents who had come from Kussia. 

Jewish emigration from Russia will now diminish, for the conditions that 
made for this emigration will no longer operate. Under the new era the Russian 
Jews should shed the characteristics which are largely due to repression, to 
exclusion from the life of the nation. Embraced in the nation they wil! be 
moulded by the national genius of the Russian people while retaining their own 
individuality. The sceciologist has abundant proof in the facts of history of the 
deleterious effect of the system of * Pales” on the character of a people. 

As for the Palestinian ideal, which the British advance in South Palestine has 
quickened in the hearts of many of the Jewish people, the question which the 
average man will ask himself is: Are the Jews suitable for the agricultural hile 
which must be the basis of the development of this sun-enriched soil? He may 
be answered by reference to the Jewish agricultural colonies established in 
Palestine in recent years. These colonies have achieved remarkable results and 
seem to point to the survival of the old pastoral instinct of the Jews. 

Arid and unhealthy land bas been made fertile and habitable by the work of 
the tillers of the soil and by the skilful cultivation of eucalyptus trees. Several 
centres have also been started for the treatment of disease, particularly blindness, 
which is so unfortunately prevalent among children in the East owing to crude 
notions of hygiene. 

I consider the Jew has a particular aptitude for farming. Some of the most 
successful breeders of stock have been Jews, such as the late Lord Rothschild 
and the late Mr. Leopold Salomons. My brother, also, bas won high praise tor 
his dairy stock. The Baron de Hirsch colonies in Argentine might also. be pointed 
to as Jewish agricultural experiments. 

It must not be forgotten that if the Jews are found to-day mostly in non- 
agricultural pursuits it is because they have been preventea for centuries from 
owning land ; so of a necessity they have congregated in thecities. I should like 
to see a much more considerable agricultural element among the Jews, for the 
physical results to the race would be very appreciable. 

Bernard Shaw has remarked that there are two nations who will never go back 
to the land—ihbe Jews and the Irish—because they are far too clever, but this 
assertion, like a good many things that sound clever, is not true. 

In studying the future of Palestine and the practicability olan autonomous 
Jewish State there, it is fair to remember that the Jew on the whole gets on quite 
well with the Mahommedan,with whom he has racial afhinities-——both represent 
branches of the Semitic race--and between whose religion and Judaism there is 
much in common, as one would expect from a like derivation. 

But many difficulties immediately suggest themselves. The ancient Temple 
of Solomon, for instance, is to-day the second Holy Moslem place alter Mecca. 
The Jews would not interfere, but some might remember that it was once the 
Temple of Solomon. 

To be quite frank, I have yet to be convinced that the foundation of an 
independent Jewish State comes within the domain of practical politics, but I see 
no reason why guarantees, if they were desired, should not be given to the Jews 
of the fullest liberty to manage their own loca! affairs and for the protection of 
the results of their labour, and I do not doubt, whatever the future of Palestine, 
that this condition could be obtained. Whether this would satisfy the aspirations 


of the Zionists who desire the foundation of an autonomous Jewish State is 
another matter. 


Palestine and Prophecy.

Sir,—I take the liberty of using your columns with a view to eliciting 
information in regard to a prophecy in the Book of Daniel, which seems to me to 
have a bearing upon the great world crisis. I may say I am a believer in the 
restoration of the Jewish people to the land of their fathers, and I believe the time 
draws nigh. The obstacle that has hitherto stood in the way has been the 
Turkish Empire. Daniel xii. 1 reads: “And at that time shall Michael stand 
up, the great prince which standeth for the children of thy people; and there 
shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since there was a nation even to that 
same time; and at that time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shal) 
be found written in the Book.” The whole chapter is full of ‘deeply interesting 
matter, some of it to me confessedly difficult. Verse 12 is strikingly peculiar - 
“Blessed is he that waiteth and cometh to the thousand three hundred 
and five and thirty days.” What follows in verse 13 is very 
significant: “But go thou thy way till the end be; for thou shalt 
stand in thy lot at the end of the days.” Bu; 
my point is the meaning of the 1,335 days in verse 12. They cannot be litera} 
days. What dothey mean’? When did they begin? And when do they end? 
Is there any connection between them and the Turkish year? This is the 1,335th 
year of the Turkish Empire—1,335 lunar years from the Hegira, 622 to 1917. 
That in itself is suggestive, but there is something even moreso. Doubtless 
some of your readers will have noticed the following telegram that appeared some 
time ago in the Dai/y Chronicle :—

Jewish Activity in Poland. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPON 


DENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 

A Conference of the Polish Jewish Aid Societies has been held at Warsaw. 
Seventy-six delegates {rom provincial towns were present. ~The most important 
matter dealt with was the plight of the exiled Jews from Brest-Litovsk and Pinsk, 
who number 40,003 persons. The Conference resolved to request the authorities 
to permit them to move about freely in Poland and not to contine them to certam 
towns. The committee dealing with the needy Jewish children at Warsaw 
estimated that its resources were on!y sufficient for 25 per cent, of the 24,000 
children who require clothes. The committee has not even sufficient funds to 
feed them ail. 

JEWISH HELP TO ORTHODON RUSSIANS. 


Despite the sufferings of the Jews themselves, the Jewish Aid Committees at 
Warsaw.and Wilna share their limited resources with impoverished orthodox 
Kussians who remained in those cities, and who receive no help. The Russiao 
newspapers note with gratitude this act of jewish generosity. 


The Polish Council of ‘State and the Jews. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 
The Council of State for Poland has decided to co-opt a Jewish representa- 
tive on the Department dealing with religiouscommunities. The Jewish Orthodox 
Union in Poland has addressed a memorial to the Council of State in which it 
expresses feelings of devotion to Poland on behali of the Jews, and emphasises 
‘its belief that the strengthening of the religious sentiments among Jews also 
promotes their loyalty towards the country. The Council of State, in its reply, 
which was couched in cordial terms, placed on record its wish to allow the Jews 
full freedom to observe tlreir ancient faith, and expressing the hope that the Jews 
would continue to be loyal to Poland. 


Jewish Rights i in Rumania. 


The Jassy correspondent of the Morning Post writes :—“ I understand from 
an authoritative Kumanian source that the Jassy Government proposes to grant 
full political and civil rights to the Jews. The Russian Kevolutionand the move- 
ment of the Jews in America in favour of the Allies have had a powerful reper- 
cussion in Rumania. In this way Kuamania herse!lt will settle a question that has 
keenly interested the Western world.”

Like most jews they are extremely 
ambitious, and knowing what the benefits of British rule are, a laree number — such as 
the Sassoons—have emigrated to Bomb ay and have founded houses with ramifications 
extending all over the globe. No doubt our gallant troops will be agreeably surprised 
on entering the bazaars to meet hundreds of young men who will be able to converse 
with them in their mother tongue.

A JEWISH. COUNTRY WANTEI! 


As you know, 1.am a member. of the Ito Council, and this task of 
been no easy matter. All the 
rx undeveloped territories are already parcelled out amongst the great 
towers, who, for political and commercial reasons, have not, so far, come 
to an agreement about this heme of an autonomous Jewish settlement. 
One of the territories that we tnvestigated was Cyrenaica. I went out 
there as a member of the Expedition, and we found de novo that this was 
not a land where a Jew could settle. © We studied other territories in 
Australia, Canada, Africa, and America, but without any fruitful results. 
Much negotiation went on with various governments, but it all ended in 
smoke. 

’ And so having completed the circle, I come back to the original 
scheme of the Zionists, viz., Palestine, including Mesopotamia. The latter 
territory has been much boomed of late by Mr. Herman Landau, and I am, 
therefore, curious to know how his plan is prospering. As regards Pales 
tine, now that it will in all probability fall under British protection, things 
ought to be much easier than heretofore. We must all be Zionists now. 
I am glad to notice that’ Sir Harry Johnston, the famous traveller and 
explorer, has modified his views in this respect, according to his recent 
statement in the general press.” 


THE RISING EAST. 


But bow is this to be carried out ? 

“ By the Jews themselves. In the past they have been too subjective; 
their mental energy has been wasted on empty abstract speculations. They 
have to commence working objectively —not words nor rhetoric alone are 
wanted, but deeds, activity. I must ask plainly, are Jews prepared to 
offer some sacrifices of the cosy comforts and conveniences of a Western 
civilisation, in order to carve out a future for themselves in the rising 
East, as do other nations who are ready to pour out their blood and treasure 
for the ideals they cherish so dearly ? 

“To my mind there is no other way out; otherwise they are 
doomed to extinction. The Jew has to act; he has to recover his 
dignity and his self-respect, as a member of a Jewish State, or he must 
recognise that he has no claims to separate consideration. He must then 
assimilate himself to the nation among whom he dwells. He must 
organise his forces within for this one purpose, the sole end—a Jewish 
State. If Jews will unite on this one thing, the Powers, 1 am confident, 
will not withhold their consent. This claim fora Jewish autonomy should 
be made by the higher weapon—by moral right, backed up, if need be, 
by physical force—that is by Jewish force. The rights in other countries 
would follow as a natural corollary from this, the Right of Jewish 
Nationality.”

Genial and great-hearted, a staunch 
friend and a generous opponent, to know Oscar lrankenstein was to love him. 
By his death Anglo-Jewry loses a noble member of the community, and England 
is the poorer by one very gallant gentleman.

Needless to say, I was given every facility to 
conduct the burial of my coreligignist in a proper Jewish manner, assisted by two 
jewish friends from the 36th General Hospical.

Has Israel acted up to bis missionary calling? Has he helped to 
convert mankind by gradual steps to the pure idea of faith, to the 
ennobling conception of humanity? Verily he has lived up to his sacred 
calling. He has not sent out salaried missionaries to the heathen; he has 
not spread tracts on highways and byways; he has not marred the peace 
of families by alienating the members of the household from one another. 
As a missionary he is active but silent. Not his tongue but his 
life, not his lips but his whole being, spoke of God and His 
law, of love and justice. It was, as the Rabbins explain the text, Israel's 
incessant uplifting of his heart towards Heaven which performed his 
missionary work. It was the Jew’s heroic patience in his unequalled 
sufferings; it was his wonderful perseverance in his fiery trials which 
helped to accomplish the divine purpose of Israel's election. By his life he 
testified in face of the world to a pure faith in a Supreme Being. Very 
often did Amalek attack Israel. But whenever Israel lifted up his heart 
towards Heaven, his triumph and that of his faith was assured. Like the 
heavens above, he silently and emphatically declared the glory of God. 
“There was no speech nor word, their voice was not beard.’’ The music of 
his life, like that of the spheres, was a silent harmony which revealed itself 
from day to day to the conscience of mankind. By the rivers of Babylon 
the poor Hebrew captives were taunted by their idolatrous conquerors, 
* Where is your God?” Silently the Hebrew lifted up his heart to God, and 
victory was his. \ When’ after years of repose in Palestine the spirit of 
Hellas rose in fury against the spirit of Judaism, it was not the strength of 
numbers but the spirit of truth that made Israel triumph. It was the 
uplifting of the heart of but a few firm believers in the Holy One 
that subdued the idolatrous spirit of Greece and made Israel's 
truth triumphantly glorious. After the crushing band of Rome

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“Marrano Gentiles.” 


We republish in another column (says the Jewish World in its current 
issue}, an article, the translation from the original Yiddish of which is con- 
tributed by Rabbi Nachman Heller to the Hebrew Standard of New 
York on what is called the “ Yom Kippur Jew.” He is, of course, the 
Jew who throughout the year identifies himself not at all with Jews or 
Judaism, and even, when challenged upon the point, does not hesitate to 
deny his connection with our people. But on Yom Kippur he puts 
in an appearance at synagogue, furtively entering and leaving the building 
lest any non-Jewish acquaintance should observe him and “spot” him as 
a Jew. The type is quite well known in this country, as he is in all others 
where there are communities of Jews; indeed he forms everywhere the 
bacterium in the Jewish body-politic which conveys to it the poison 


germ of disease. Innumerable are the stories current which 
illustrate the strange cult of this sort of Jew, one of the 
most amusing and characteristic which ws call to mind being 
that of the Jew who shut up his shop for Yom Kippur and 


displayed a huge sign announcing: * Closed for our annual Bean Feast.” 
But we have always felt that the name which Rabbi Heller—we presume 
it is he—applies to these gentry is unscientific. We prefer to describe them 
as “ Marrano Gentiles "-—that is, Jews who in their heart of hearts are 
Gsentiles but pretend to be Jews, just as the Marranos of Spain were 
in their heart of hearts Jews, though they pretended to be’ non-Jews. 
Thus by way of concession, often based upon the superstitious dread ot 
the consequence of being buried in a non-Jewish cemetery, these Jews 
subscribe to a synagogue so as to obtain the right of Jewish burial. In 
the same spirit they still turn up at synagogue on Yom Kippur, not as 
believers nor because the general Jewish disregard has stupped at that one 
day, but because, as a matter of fact, non-Jews hold Jews in contempt who 
openly disregard it. It is remarkable how we Jews have throughout our 
history been able to overcome—or evacuate-—this Marrano septic, but its 
persistence in, soto say, the Jewish constitution, when circumstances are 
favourable for its development, is no less remarkable. 


AM AN ENGLISHMAN.” 


This reminds us of the outburst indulged in at the annual meeting of 
the West London Synagogue by a Mr. Morris Angel. We confess to 
wishing that space had permitted the JEWISM CHRONICLE togive a 
more complete report of this gentleman's observations because they 
‘seem to have been characterised by refreshing candour. Not alone does 
he appear to think that the Sabbath was neither made for man nor 
man for the Sabbath, but he would banish Hebrew altogether from the 
synagogue service and substitute English, “ the only language English Jews 
understand.’ Like Gilbert’s character in H.M.S. Pinafore,’ Mr. Angel 
proclaims himself, in spite of all temptations to belong to other nations, to 
be an Englishman, and as such he tells us “the Oriental part of religion 


does not appealto me.’ The gentleman must excuse us, however, for doubt- 
ing his loudly protessed Englishry, because in the same breath he throws 
over the one institution that every true Englishman acknowledges as 


England's bedrock, Christianity. For, deprived of its “ Oriental parts, 
Christianity would look very, very sick. If Jesus of Nazareth, and 
John the Baptist, and Paul, and the writers of the Gospels, were not 
Oriental,” what were they ? Mr. Angel has, we suppose, the faults ot 
the Jew which, it is noticeable, persist in members of the race much 
longer than their racial virtues, and so he fell into the Jewish vice of 
overstating his case. He was not content with asserting the fact that 
he-—-it may be consequent upon “a variety of causes,” not omitting “ the 
altered conditions of trade’’—had become bereft of Jewish sentiment. He 
must go a step further, declare he is an “ Englishman,” and by saying 
that the “Oriental part of religion’’ does not appeal to him, show how 
ridiculous his claim is. As we say, we admire his candour, but really a 
man to whom the © Oriental part of religion’’ does not appeal is as much like 
a fish out of water inthe synagcgue as he would be in the church. 


AN ENGLISHMAN !

Sir,—I regret that I was unavoidably prevented from being present at the 
annual meeting of the West London Synagogue held on April the Ist, as I would 
hbke to have bad a few words with Mr. Morris Angel with regard to some of the 
remarks he made at the meeting. 

As these remarks should not have been allowed to pass without challenge, and 
as none, alas, of the members present deemed it necessary to rebuke them, I am, 
noliens volens, compelled to make use of your columns to do so. 

Mr. Ange! said he would like to see Jewish divine services conducted entirely 
in English. “ The Oriental part of religion does not appeal” to him. He declared 
“J am an Englishman.” 

Now, as far as Mr. Morris Angel is concerned, the services in Berkeley Stree; 
Synagogue might have been conducted the whole year round in Chinese (English 
being reserved for the two or three services which Mr. Angel honours with his 
presence). The great discovery made by Mr. Angel that religion is divided into 
parts, of which one is “Oriental,” is not less scientifically untrue than is his 
declaration, “Lam an Englishman.” 

Is Mr. Morris Angel aware that there is such a thing as race? Has he ever 
heard that there is, amongst others, a Semitic race and an Anglo-Saxon race? Did 
it ever occur to him that an Englishman must first of all be of the Anglo-Saxon 
race ? 

But supposing the race question, like bis “ Oriental” part of religion, does not 
appeal to him, does he still think, after what be said at the meeting, that he 
can be an Englishman ? 

Is it English to throw to the winds all the treasures of our historical past, our 
traditions, our culture, our literature and our sacred language, for the preservation 
of which our forefathers faced during centuries every agony—ruin, exile, tortures— 
and ungrudginogly shed their blood? Ata public meeting held at Manchester on 
the same day a certain Alderman, Sir Daniel McCabe, who also claims to be an 
Englishman, declared that if he were a Jew he would certainly be a Zionist. 

Which of the two, pray, is the real Englishman? Sir Daniel McCabe or Mr. 
Morris Angel ?

THE FESTIVAL OF FREEDOM. 


By tHe CHIEF RABBI.” 


The Seder Haggadah, that unique home service by which the Festival 
of Freedom is.inaugurated, is a dramatic discourse -on the meaning and 
observances of our Festival, a discourse interwoven with Scriptural verses 
and bymns of thanksgiving, with Bible expositions and festive songs, both 
serious and playful. It is the oldest and most comprehensive of Passover 
sermons, and a veritable treasury of texts and themes for all those to whom 
the glory and destiny of Israel are dear. My text this morning is taken 
from its introductory prayer and consists of the sentence; 720? “Tay RN 
VA 33 PRIA“ This year we are slaves; next year may we be free men!” 

This introductory prayer was composed early in the Middle Ages, 
probably in the sixth century in Babylon, where for a thousand years 
Jewry had dwelt in safety. Suddenly dire persecution closed ils ancient 
schools, dispersed its renowned teachers, and annihilated its freedom. 
Hence the words ‘73 8M’7, which are hot Hebrew but Chaldee, the 
vernacular of the Babylonian Jewry of the time. This is noteworthy. 
Hebrew is the sacred tongue of the Scripture, the official language of the 
synagogue, the classical medium of prayer. but in a vernacular phrase 
like ‘739 8PL'4, “ This year we are slaves,” we have actual words from the 
lips of the people. We hear the very cry wrung from the breast of a 
tortured race, and fee! the poignancy of the affliction, humiliation, bondage. 

And alas, though generation followed generation, and century followed 
century, these words have never since become altogether out of date. Let 
us go back in thought seven centuries and picture to ourselves the Seder 
Service of English Jews in the years immediately preceding the year 1290. 
They knew they were considered not merelv outlanders, but outcasts, out- 
laws. One day they were exposed to extoriion, another day to massacre; 
one year sold to the highest bidder and another year doomed to expulsion. 
Think of the Spanish Jews before their expulsion; or of the Marranos, 
celebrating Passover in underground vaults, full well knowing the mortal 
danger that discovery by the Inquisition brought with it. The words, 
“This year we are slaves,” reflected for all of them an agonising reality 
well-nigh inconceivable to us. But we need not travel to far-off ages. Halt 
the Jews in the world even only last year .spoke literal truth when they 
u tered the words, “ This year we are slaves." Over 

FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND RUSSIAN JEWS 
were then fighting on the side of Justice, Humanity, Liberty. Their estimated 
} casualties had to that date totalled 122,000 killed, wounded prisoners, and 
| missing, of whom 38,888 had been killed on the field or had died in hospital. 
And yet even last year, Passover eve in Russian Jewry was a O°VD? ?°?,a 
night of watching—a night of sleepless terror for fear of mob-violence and 
mob-massacre. 

But Israel, though helpless and rightless, was never hopeless. In the 
darkest days of oppression, when the Jewish sou! bitterly exclaimed, SNOT 
‘T3Y, just as real and passionate was its prayer, “Next year may we be tree 
men.” ARIA ALP. The hope that day would dawn even for 
Israel in oppressed countries remained deathless and unqueychable, even 
in the latest agony of the Jewish people. In spite of the horrors of the 
last two years, the calculated inhumanity directed against Jews in the 
Eastern war zone, of which we in England were permitted to learn next to 
nothing, Israel in Russia never despaired. It never wavered in its belief in 
an overruling Providence that vindicates the cause of the weak against 
iniquity and might, and causes tyranny and injustice to pass away like mist 
from the earth. And marvellously has its sublime faith béen justified. 
| need not recall the wonderful news that the last month has brought us. 
A mighty nation has by a swift and bloodiess revolution shaken olf the 
bondage of ages, and taken its place among the free democracies of the 
world. The sun of Righteousness has arisen for one hundred and fifty 
million human beings; and to one-half the Jews of the world it is bringing 
healing in its wings—freedom from the legalised torture and savage 
atrocity that for so many decades were the normal! treatment meted out to 
them. Verily the ancient prayer: “ Next year may we be free men,” is 
being fulfilled before our very eyes. 

But especially on this Passover, when we rejoice over the imminent 
political emancipation of our brethren in the East, is it for us to 
remember that Israel's history has a double chronology. There is the 
story of outward events—-wanderings, martyrdoms, and emancipations; and 
there is Israel's inner history, the chronicle of the conquests and achieve- 
ments of the Jew in the world of culture and thought. Often some fact in 
its spiritual history, unnoted at the time, overshadows in eternal influence 
an epoch-making event in its outward fortunes. Thus, when the Jewish 
State was destroyed by Titus, none knew that the arch-encmy himself 
would help Judaism to immortality by granting Rabbi Yochanan ben 
Zakkai's seemingly insignificant request for permission to open a school at 
Jabneh. At this Season of our Freedom, therefore, l intend to place 
alongside those stupendous facts 


THAT MAY TRANSFORM RUSSIAN-JEWRY 


a memorable event in our religions life, viz.. the new Jewish translation of 
the Bible that has recently appeared in America. 

The Bible is the Book of Humanity, but it only became the Book of 
Humanity by means of translations. Each national translation is an 
historical landmark of the first importance in the life of the people for 
whom it was made. But these general versions, though indebted to Jewish 
} scholarship, were never intended for Jews and are totally unsuitable for 
Jewishuse, The Authorised or King James’ Version is unsurpassable as an 
English classic. But praise the Authorised Version as much as you like, 
it abounds in renderings that run counter to Jewish feeling and Jewish law, 
to Jewish faith and Jéwish tradition. The order-of the Books, even in the 
Revised Version of 1885, is that of the Greek, not of the Hebrew Bible. 
Thus, even the Revised Version is not really our Bible. It is the Bible of 
the Anglican Church. 

For Jewish purposes we must have a Jewish translation. Such Jewish 
translations arose whenever Israel came in contact with a new civilisation, 
or passed under the sway of anewtongue. In consequence of the rise of 
a vast English-speaking Jewry, now numbering three million souls, a new 
English translation that should be Jewish became an historic necessity. 
Single individuals, like Dr. Benisch in England, and Isaac Leeser in America,

MEMORIAL WINDOW AT GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


As announced in our issue of last Friday, a Memorial Window to the late 
Lord Rothschild (the gift ef Lady Rothschild) was unveiled yesterday week at the 
Great Synagogue, of which his Lordship was a Warden. The members of the 
family present comprised Lady Rothschild, Lord Rothschild, the Hon. Mrs. 
N. Charles Rothschild (who performed the ceremony), Mrs. Leopold de Roth- 
schild, and Major and Mrs. Lionel de Rothschild. 

The Rev. A. Karz read a short service, which consisted of Psalms xv. and 
xc., Ei Molé Rachamim, Alenu, the Mourners’ Kaddish, and Adon Olam 
There was no choral accompaniment. 

After the unveiling and before the E/ Mole Rachamim, the Cuter Raset 
ascended the pulpit, and said: Two years have gone since he in whose memory 
we have-assembled to-day was laid to rest amid the sorrowing sympathy 
of his countrymen and the world-wide grief of the whole House of Israel. 
Here in this Cathedral Synagogue, the Synagogue of his fathers, in which 
he worshipped for well-nigh two generations, our Community mourned 
Jewry's irreparable loss. Here in this Synagogue, situated in the midst of 
his poorer brethren whom he loved so wisely and so well, we unveil to-day 
this beautiful window in memory of Nathan Meyer, the son of Lionel de 
Rothschild: The inscription is taken from the fifteenth Psalm, with which 


Our service opened, and reads: “Lord, who shall dwell in Thy tabernacle? | 


. He that walketh uprightly and worketh righteousness and speaketh the 
truth in his heart.” No words could better characterise that unique and foremost 
ee ge | in all contemporary Jewry than tnese words of the Psalmist. 

‘Or 3733. He walked uprightly. His far-famed name stood for honour, 
integrity, wisdom. P 7% He wrought righteousness—unwearying in 
beneficence. He was leader, spokesman, and champion of his far-flung brethren. 
13373 FR 13). He spoke the truth in bis heart. Loyalty was his to his 
fellowmen, and deep reverence to the God of his fathers, with Whom 
abide forever those that are clean of hand and pure of heart. The 
Chief Rabbi then concluded: with the following Memorial Prayer: Father 
of Mercy and of loving kindness, Who art our Rock and our Redeemer 
for ever, we offer our supplications unto Thee on behalf of our departed brother, 
Nathan Meyer, the son of Lionel de Rothschild. Thou dost remember unto him 
all his meritorious deeds to Israe) and all his loving kindnesses to the children of 
men. O Lord, grant that his life and example turn many unto righteousness and 
guide them in the way everlasting. May the memorial we have erected to-day 
cause them to walk blamelessly, work righteously, and speak the truth in their 
heart. May it remain a symbol of loyalty, honour and loving service unto all 
generations. O Thou, Who healest the broken-hearted and bindest up their 
wounds, send Thy light and Thy truth unto those who will ever mourn the 
memory of the departed. Be with his life-companion, their children and 
children's children. Grant that to-day's service consecrate them all more and 
more to the ideals cherished by him, so that throughout their days they continue 
works of loyalty, piety, compassion. Put into their hearts the fear and love of 
Thee, so that when it will please Thee to call them from earth, their end be 
Peace. King of the Universe, in Whose hands are the destinies of nations, 
remember also his strivings and prayers for his country in this time of alarm and 
sorrow.

authoritative was required. In 1892, therefore, the Jewish Publication 
Society of America began the organisation of a group of leading Jewish 
scholars, who were to undertake the work. All shades of religious 
opinion co-operated in this sacred task; and Anglo-Jewish learning was 
worthily represented by men like the late Drs. Schechter and Joseph 
Jacobs. After twenty-five years, the fruit of their abundant knowledge, 
steadfast enthusiasm and unflagging energy was issued from the press, 
and has just reached this country. 

The new translation aims at combining the spirit of Jewish tradition 
with the results of Biblical scholarship, ancient, medixval, and modern. 
And the ideals that guided the translators can be gathered from the 
admirable preface, where we read, “The Jew cannot afford to have his 
Bible translation prepared for him by others. He cannot have it as a gift, 
even as he cannot borrow his soul from others. Ifa new country anda 
new language metamorphose him into a new man, the duty of this new 
man is to prepare a new garb and a new method of expression for what is 
most sacred and most dear to him.”’ You thus see why I have chosen to 
speak to you of this work on the Passover Day. Itis morethan a book. It is 

A TURNING-POINT 
in the life of a great community. It betokens a new awakening of the 
Jewish consciousness from the false dream of assimilation. It is an 
emancipation of the Jewish spirit on the part of English-speaking Jewry, 
that may have more lasting and eternal etiects than the Jewish political 
emancipation in Eastern lurope. 

A deep reproach has been rolled away from us asa religious com- 
munity. We may well repeat to-day the words of our Pesach Haftorah, 
* To-day both Anglo and American Jewry 
have a version of the Bible that is worthy to be the authorised Jewish 
translation of our Scriptures. Synagogues, schools, and families will no 


longer be under the humiliating necessity of purchasing copies marked 


“Old Testament’ at some missionary depot; and place them, illegible, 
incorrect, and un- Jewish, into the hands of our men, women, and children. 
A quarter of a century ago one large-hearted benefactress made it 
possible for the Authorised Daily Prayer Book to come within the 
reachofall. Isthere one to-day who, by timely aid, will enable every 


son and daughter of the People of the Book to possess a Jewish Bible ?- 


In conclusion, I would place before you the claims of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board. Nearly 9,000 Jewish children who would 


remain without any religious instruction, are cared for by this 
institution. As and when funds are available these numbers 
would be increased, and there is a large number of Jewish 


children for whom no religious instruction can to-day be provided | 
The Board will not now come before the Community with its triennial 
appeal; but the Board must have an amount sufficient to carry on 
its work—/5,000. The Seder Service bids us look to our children. Without 
a religious foundation, without a grounding in the fundamentals of Judaism, 
the innocent child, the simple child and the wise child alike are in danger 
of becoming slaves of circumstance, ignorance, irreligion—a danger to their 
community and a dishonour to their people. I, therefore, plead with you 
on this Passover festival, help us to rear them all as Jews for Judaism ; 


help the Jewish, Religious Education, Board to save,the Jewish children for

American Jews and the War. 


STRIKING STATEMENT BY MR, OSCAR STRAUS, 


Mr. Oscar Straus, Chairman of the Public Service Commission of the United 
States Government (late Ambassador of the United States at Constantinople), 
bas sent the following letter to the British and French Ambassadors at 
Washington :— 

“ Friends of the Jewish faith in this country have been deeply concerned over 
what they are informed is a widely prevalent impression in England and France 
as to the sympathies of the American Jews. From expressions in the periodical 
press of those countries, as well as from personal intercourse with prominent 
Englishmen and l'renchmen of high intelligence, they have received the impression 
that there ex:sts on the other side of the Atlantica somewhat general feeling that 
the sympathies of the American Jews in the war have been in a preponderant 
degree with Germany and against the Allies. 

“ Thisimpression, I feel conhdent in stating, is not only not correct, but is 
the opposite tothe truth. American Jews, irrespective of the countries of their 
origin or descent, have as a rule reacted to the issues of this gigantic conflict, just 
as Americans in general have reacted tothem. They have seen in it a struggle 
between right and wrony; between the spirit that deifies military might, and the 
spirit of modern civilisation ; between the ideals of democracy and freedom on 
the one hand and those of autocracy and social regimeéentation on the other. 

“ That many Jews in America—indeed, many non-Jews—have found in their 
traditional batred of Russian despotism and Oppression an obstacle in aligning 
themselves on the side of the Allies is true enough, while others have had their 
sympathies determined by the sentiment of attachment to their German Father- 
land. It would hawe been most remarkable had it been otherwise. The 
astonishing thing is not that a considerable number have been swayed by these 
feelings, but that in spite of them the sentiments of the representative Jews of 
this country, with extremely rare exception, have from’ the outset been over- 
whelmingly pro-Ally. 

“To prove this other than in a general way would, of course, be difficult. I 
can, however, say that not only my own observation, but that of a large number 
of friends whom | have questioned and who are in a position to judge, is unmis- 
takably clear to this effect. To cite one piece of evidence out of many, I would 
mention that ata leading club, whose membership consists almost entirely of 
Jews of German origin, the pro-Ally sentiment is so general as closely to approach 
unanimity. 

“* The whole situation may, I am sure, be truthfully summed up in the state- 
ment that great as is the preponderance of pro-Ally sentiment in the nation as a 
whole, that preponderance among the Jews is equally as great, if not even greater. 

“ Now that the magnificent uprising of democracy in Russia appears to have 
opened a new and glorious future for that country, with equal: rights for the 
oppressed nationalities, Jewish sentiment in America in favour of the Allied cause 
may be safely counted upon to become almost unanimous.

WAR VICTIMS’ RELIEF. 
MUNIFICENT OFFER BY MR. JULIUS ROSENWALD. 

Mr. Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago, has offered to give to the fund of the 
American Jewish Relief Committee an amount not exceeding one million dollars 
under the following conditions: To every million dollars collected after March Ist 
he will contribute one hundred thousand dollars, but in order that results may be 
obiained with sufficient rapidity, at least in some small measure to meet the 
present crying needs, be puts a time limitation—until November Ist, 1917—upon 
the oifer. 


_ On behalf of the Russian Jewish War Sufferers’ Fund, a matinée of more 
than ordinary interest will by given at the Strand Theatre (kindly lent by Mr. 
Matheson Lang) on Tuesday, May 8th. The 18th century play, “ The Jew,” by 
Richard Cumberland, will be presented. This play, originally staged at Drury 
Lane in 1794, was written in defence of the Jew and had a great 
vogue in England and on the Continent, but it has not been per- 
formed for over eighty years. Cumberland, although buried in West- 
minster Abbey, is a forgotten novelist and dramatist, but the Jewish Historical 
Society duly honoured his memory with a paper by Mr. Louis: Zangwi!l 
at the centenary of his death in 1911. Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Landa, of 63, 
Ambhurst Park, who are organising the matinée, have rearranged the play 
into three acts. The part of Sheva, the philanthropic Jew, which was played by 
famous actors a century ago, will be portrayed by Mr. S. Teitelbaum, the popular 
Yiddish actor, who, on his first. appearance in an English-speaking part at the All- 
Jewish Matinée last year, achieved a great perzonal success. 

BERNER OLD BOYS’ CLUB.—With the sanction of the Committee of the Russian 
Jews’ Relief Fund the Club will give a concert and dance on Sunday evening at the 
Monnickendam Rooms, Great Alie Street. Among the artists who have promised to 
appear at the concert are Messrs. Augustus Yorke and Robert Leonard (“ Potash ” 
and “ Perlmutter"), and Mr. john Lawson, who, assisted by Miss Lucille Sidney, wil 
present his sketch “ Disraeli.” 


Jewish Soldiers and Passover Leave. 
PUBLIC PROTESTS. 
There was considerable agitation in the East End of London last Monday 
owing to the reluctance of Jewish soldiers to return to camp before the end of 
the Passover celebration. A meeting was held in the Whitechapel Koad, and 


we regret to learn that collisions occurred with the police—civil and military— 
several arrests being made. 


Russian-Born Jews and Military Service. 
SOCIALISTS AND RUSSIAN-BORN JEWS. 

During the discussion, at the Conference of the British Socialist Party, at 
Salford, a number of resolutions dealing with “ oppressed nationalities ” and the 
“right of asylum,” there were indignant denials from Jewish delegates that 
foreigners were stealing the jobs of Britishers called up forthe Army. Mr. ] Fine- 
berg, a member of the Executive, declaredthat the East End Jews were still working 
at their trades, and only in a fewcases had foreign Jews opened up shops vacated by 
Britishers. He suggested that the rising anger cf the people against the war was 
being deliberately civerted against the Jews. 

Mr. H. S. ALEXANDER, London, said that the only solution of the Jewish 
problem was to enable jews who desired it to work out their destiny in the 
cradle of their race, and if the war did nothing else but allow them the right to 
return to Palestine, it would have Jemonstrated the moral obligation of great 
nations to safeguard the weaker ones. 

Resolutions by the Jewish Social Democratic organisation in favour of 
putting the duty to fight. for the freedom of oppressed nationalities in the fore- 
front of international social policy, and protesting against the proposals involving 


deportation to Russia or compulsory enlistment of Russian subjects in this 
country, were carried. 


In the House of Commons, on Wednesday week, Major NewMAN asked the 


speak 
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Prime Minister whether the recent changes of government in Russia had interfered 
with ihe negotiations that were on foot between the two cduntries relative to the 
compulsory enlistment for military service in one shape or another of the 20,000 
Russian subjects of military age who were computed to be in the Metropolis 
alone. 

The CHANCELLOR OF THE ExcHEOUVER: Yes, Sir, but negotiations are 
proceeding with the new Russian Government on the subject. 

Mr. KinG: Will theright hon. gentleman say what was in the communication 
which came through the Russian Embassy yesterday on this subject ? 

The CHANCELLOR OF THE ExcHEOVER: The hon. member is better 
informed thanI am. I was not aware tliere was any such communication. 

Major Newman: Will the right hon. gentleman impress on the two Labour 
members who are going to Russia how important it is that we should get these 
people to do something ” 

The CHANCELLOR OF THE ExcHEovre: I think probably they will realise 
its importance without my impressing it on them. 

On the re-assembling of the House of Commons, Mr. Kinc will ask the Home 
Secretary, “whether he is aware of the number of Russian subjects in this land 
anxious to return to Russia forthwith, and that many of these men, being of 
military age, want to fight for their native soi!, which is invaded, rather than fight! 
for this country, which has been throughout this war secure from invasion; and 
whether he will make a statement as to the facilities open or shortly to be opened 


whereby the return of these Kussians to Russia may both delight and strengthen 
our Russian Allies?”

Sir,—Now.that the medically discharged and rejected men are liable for 
re-examination it is opportune that public opinion~—or rather Jewish communal 
opinion—is focussed on the glaring anomaly of the legal immunity of allied aliens 
of military fitness in our midst, particularly the large section of Russian Jews 

Perhaps no people has derived such considerable benefits from our equitable 
system of freedonr and toleration as the Russian Jews, and to allow their English 
coreligionists to fight their battles whilst they remain securely at home and fatten 
on the spoils is both immoral and irreligious, and calculated to arouse bitter 
hostility within the community itself. The sooner they are made to understand 
that the privilege of living in this country implies specific duties the better. If 
this country has afforded them its protection and support in the past, it is their 
duty, as well as their privilege, to defend and perpetuate the idea's for which this 
couniry stands. 

But have their consciences been stirred? Hardly. Of the 30,000 or more 
eligible Russians, scarcely 500 have volunteered for - service, 
consider themselves absolved from ali obligations 

The wickedness of the situation has been brought home to me very vividly 
by a brief visit to my old bome at Portsmovth this Pesach. What dolfind’? An

alien population has dispossessed the native Jewishelement. Young English lewry 
has practically disappeared, and a miscellaneous collection of alien stock has 
jumped into the breach to coin money whilst their brethren face death. The 
fact that Jewish residents of this borough have refrained from public expression 
on this outrageous inequality is no criterion as to the intense fceling it has 
engendered, and when they see their husbands, brothers, and sons willingly 
sacrificing themselves on the altar of righteousness, whilst their foreign 
corehgionists remain deaf to all appeals, they find it hard to keep silent. 

From conversations with old-established inbabitants I fear that the pent-up 
feeling is assuming serious dimensions, and I feel impelled to invoke your aid in 
bringing the Russian section of the Jewish community to some sense of their 
responsibility to their own fraternity, if not to the Siate. 
|Our correspondent takes the same objection that we have all along maintained as 

to the attitude-of Russian-born Jews resident in this country towards military 

service, the severance which that attitude involved from their fellow-Jews in 
the land they have made their home. This is an attitude which has always 
seemed to us diamstrically opposed to the spirit and the best interests of 

Judaism and one that may prove very dangerous to the Jewish cause. But 

we were equally opposed to the deportation of any Jew to Russia under the 

old régime, and for that reason urged that measures should be taken for the 
compulsory conscription of all eligible Russian-born Jews living here. With 

Russia free, however, the question is much changed, and we see no reason 


why these men should not be dealt with in precisely the same manner as 


other allied subjects who-—speaking generally—hbave been sent back to the 


countries of which they were subjects so that they could there perform 
military service.—E.p.} 


Serbian Relief. 


AN APPEAL. 


‘To THe Eprror | 
S1a,—The Serbian Relief Committee has received the following letter from 
Professor Bosanguet, of Salonika, deser:bing the sufferings of the Jews from 
Monastir :— 
“ At the time of the re-occupation of Monastir, the Jewish communiy then 
numbered about 4,300. Many of them have seized the opportunity aftorded by 
the re-opening of communication with Salonika to leave a town where life had in 


many vespects become precarious. After a journey of 105 miles, made in mid-: 


winter and involving much hardship, over a thousand Jewish refugees have 

made their way to Salonika. There are few men among them; two-thirds of 

the whole number are children, including about 200 under six years of age. They 

can bring little or nothing with them and {requently arrive ill owing to exposure in 
this cold, wet season. 

“The prosperous Jewish community of Salonika has done its best to deal with 
the inflax—no easy matter in a town already overerowded, in which it is bard to 
finda vacantreom. A Committee composed of leading Jews from both towns is 
finding lodgings and food for 60° refugees of the poorer class; it has provided 
the services of a doctor and chemist, but has much difficulty in procuring the 

-mecessary drugs. The Serbian Government distributes a daily ration of bread to 
them, as to many other refugees. The Serbian Relief Fund gives clothing to 
necessitous cases. During January this British organisation clothed 71 Jewish 
families from the re-occupied area, for the most part mothers with young children, 
184 persons in all, and similar’;work is being continued. Even those from well- 
to-do homes arrive filthy and ragged alter traversing roads deep in mud, sleeping 
in roadside khans, and completing the journey in bare railway trucks. 

“The Serbian Relief Fund appeals to the Jewish Community in Great 
Britain for contributions in money and in kind. Money is needed for the pur- 
chase of sewing-machines and materials for clothing, and of medicines, especially 
quinine, and other supplies not obtainable on the spot. Gifts of blankets, warm 
clothing, boots and shoes and slippers, especially for women and children, will 
be welcome—layettes are also needed, and good usecan be made of knitting wool, 
lengths of flannel or cotton and other materials.”

REVIEWS AND NOTES.

He would pose, indeed he is by some accepted, as an authority on 
“ Fotk Psychology,” on those inner springs which move the minds of 
peoples. And yet to him Judaism presents itself as @ vanguished cult. 
Generous, amiable, self-revealing phrase! Its author, Wundt, certainly 
has rendered services to philosophy. But it may be doubted whether it 
was worth while to translate his “ Elements of Volk Psychology” (from 
p. 498 of which the above phrase is derived). He knows little of the real 
hearts of people. And the irony of the situation is that the whole science 
of Folk Psychology was created in the middle of the 19th century by 
Lazarus and Steinthal, two rather conspicuous upholders of the “ vanquished 
cult.” 

Little as he wonld liketo be told it, such a phrase is a fresh revelation that 
the modern German professor still lives in the middle ages. The Synagogue 
was then pictured in art and in poetry as the conquered rival of the Charch. 
Is that, one wonders, the meaning of some verses in the beautifully printed 
book of “Cambridge ‘Songs,’ recently edited from an eleventh ‘century 
manuscript by K. Breul, for the Cambridge University Press? The lines 
are a bit of an enigma: perhaps some reader of this column can throw 
light on them. ‘lhe Latin bymn on Rachel begins with these words :— 

Pulsat astra planctu magno Rachel, plorans 
queriturque consoiar, Guos necavit improba 
dolet, plangit, cranes scindit ob sororis crimine. 
Is the wicked sister (soror inmtproba) to be identified vith Leah (as repre. 
senting the synagogue! in coutrast to Rachel (type of the church}? The 
language does not*quite suit this theory. 
opposed to Christendom ? 


Oris Leah the heathen world as 
Vossibly the wicked sister is more specifically 


Islam. 

Such allusions in poetry are always difficult. llow pt, ing 
problems are is illustrated by the new selection of the Indian Jatakas, 
edited by lrancis and Thomas. These scholars dispute the current theory 
that the tales contain Buddhist allusions. . The glory of the tales, however, 
is their undying charm as tales; their appeal does not depend on recondite 
meanings. How delightful rf, after all, these famous stories prove to be 
iust stories-—and not alleg ries of this or that personality, or even 
metaphysics in disguise! Let philosopby keep to its own sphere—as ‘it 
does, for instance, in 1. Husik's History of Medieval Jewish Philosophy” 
Macmillan). The author ought perhaps to have preferred the crete 
word l’hilosophers "’ to the abstract term Philosophy “in his title. For 
we have aseries of sketches of individual Jewish thinkers rather than a 
general survey of Jewish thought. Axzain, the author. confines himself 
entirely to the Jewish rationalism and ignores mysticism. Put, as I have 
more fully said clsewhere, within its limitations it is a good and usefu! book, 
deserving of a hearty welcctne and a wide circulation. And so, for other 


reasons, does the series of volumes which the S.P.C.k. is so courageously 
issuing under the capable editorship of G. H. Lox and W. 0. E. Oesterley. 
l'rom Aramaic papyri, through the apocalypzes, the series ambitiously 
passestothe Mishnah and only stops short after reaching Kimchi's Com- 
mentary on the Psalms. Thus the series is to cover some fifteen centuries 
of Jewish literature. May good success attend the enterprise ' 

It does not include the Talmud, and that is well. The Talmud needs 
in the first instance a text; then a translation. Fortunately, the London 
Beth Din and Jews’ College seem now to have banded themselves together, 
and the prospectus of the first London edition of the Talmud has been 
issued by Vallentine and Shapiro (¥, Commercial Street and 5!, Wentworth 
Street, London, E.). A description of this contemplated work has already 
been given in the JEWISH CiTRONICLE. Here it remains to add two 
appeals. Tl irst. to the editors to give fuller consideration to their text 
before proceeding quite on the lines of the specimen pages. Secondiy, to 
all lovers of Jewish literature to send in their names as subscribers to this 
splendid enterprise, which, if carried through, will raise the repute of Jewish 
scholarship in this country to a level never before reached. .The new 
edition is happily to include the Palestinian as well as the Babylonian 
Talmud. B. Ratner, the greatest modern werker on the Palestinian 
Talmud has, alas, just died, at a good old age. According to the “~ Jewish 
Encyclopedia,” he was born “about 1545." So, too, Zuckermandel, who 
did good, if unorthodox, service to the study of the Tosefta. has passed 
away at a more advanced age. He was born in 1836. but competent 
workers remain to take, if not quite to fill, their place, and there can be no 
question but that England at.the present hour possesses the scholarship 
necessary for the new enterprise. And the preliminary work has, been 
largely done. To this category may be added Julius J. Price's collation of 
the Yemenite Manuscript of Megiila ia the Library of Cohimbia U niversity. 
Thisadmircable contribution to the textual criticism of the Talmud has just 
made its appearance in Toronto. | 

“A vanquished cult”! It is so comic a phrase after all, in the light of 
the activities of the modern upholders and students of the “cult.” In 
Wundt'sown Germany, the war has notby any means put an end to literary 
activity.

Str,—In view of the recent Mansion House meeting, there is a possibility of 
all lads up to eighteen years of age being compelled to join some cadet organisa- 
tion. 

It is, therefore, advisable for parents in this district to see that their sons join 
a unit where they can serve with Jewish boys. Owing to a number of cadets in 
this Company (ist London Cadet Mattalion, Jewish Lads’ Brigade, Hammersmith 
Company) having been called to the colours, vacancies have occurred in the band, 
cyclists, and rank and file. 

By permission of the ffonorary Officers, the Vestry Room at the Hammer- 
smith Synagogue is at our disposal for drills on Tuesday evenings; we also have 
the use of the spacious drill hall, Wood Lane, for headquarters on Sunday 
afternoons, 
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latest among them the Martin Philippson Fest-scbrift and Mahler's Hand:

length. And to the credit of the “vanquished cult"’ is also the new 
American Jewish translation of the Bible—on which more will be said on 
another occasion, The “vanquished cult’ moreover flourishes over here 
in all its aspects, conservative and liberal. The two most vital religious 
forces in London Judaism at the :,oment seem to be the Jewish Religious 
Union and the Sinai League. for the activity of the latter, Dr. Jung 
deserves much credit: while it is simply impossible to exaggerate what 
Mr. Mattuck etiecting with the former. In this connection attention 
should be directed to the “ Tentative Bibliography of Dr. Isaac M. Wise,” 
just published by A. S. Oko, librarian of the Hebrew Union College. Wise 
was a far better scholar than used to be recognised by partisan gpponents. 


But we no longer have room tor partisans in the old bitter sense. Witness, 
for instance, the publication of that excellent ‘' Jewish Book of Comfort tor 
Mourners *"—written by the Minister of Berkeley Street Synagogue at the 
suggestion of the (hief Rabbi. This is a promising augury of the con 


imunal forces. The religion of the synagogue may be 
called a * vanquished cult’ by a conceited professor cf psychology.. Let 
the Jews reply by uniting in maintaining the “cult.” It can only be 
“ vanquished” if Jews themselvés are traitors to it.

Sir,—As your report of the remarks I mace at the annual meeting of the 
West London Synagogue was necessarily compressed and consequently may be 
cpep to misconstruction, 1 should feel obliged if you would allow me the 
hospitality of your columns to make clear what I said. 

I ventured to urge that the services which satisfy the parents of the East 
End children do not attract their ofispring. To the former such services appeal 
partly to the feeling of devotion and partly by practice and superstition. This, 
however, is not the case with the younger generation who, in consequence, attend 
picture palaces on IPriday nights and Saturday afternoons in preference to the 
synagogues. 

] therefore advocated the institution of attractive services, and working side 
by side with the United Synagogue and the Federation of Synagogues, for should 
young Jews and Jewesses bring disgrace on themsel es the reflection would be 
not only on the two latter institutions, whe have synagogues in the East End, 


but on the West London Synagogue as well.

destroyed Israel's nationality, fully believing that Israel was vanquished 
for ever—all this time Israel was silently lifting up his heart to 
Heaven and his faith was triumphing. Well might the proud Roman sneer 
at the audacity of the downtrodden Jew. Little did he think that this 
broken-down people were silently lifting upward their hearts and thus 
destroying Rome's temples and altars; that this miserable horde of captives 
were gradually converting the pagan world to tbe worship of their invisible 
God. 

During the Middle Ages Amalek was relentless in his attacks upon the 
Jew. The Amaleks of the Dark Ages appeared in diverse forms. We see 
them in the garb of kings, we behold them as feudal barons, cruel knights, 
and brutish mobs. At times we see them all leagued together against the 
helpless Jew. To revile, to plunder and torture this hapless people was 
considered a Christian duty. Butto all attacks of Amalek, for more than 
seventeen hundred years, the Jew opposed only his unflinching patience, his 
unconquerable perseverance, his pure faith. Through the long, dreary night 
of medieval intolerance Israel silently lifted up his heart in prayer to his God 
and his father’s God, for whose truth he suffered, secure in the conviction that 
so sure as the earth turns upon its axis and sees the sun again, so would the 
sun of peace smile upon him once more. And thanks be to God, Israel 
triumphed over the Amaleks of the Middle Ages. His missionary labours 
consisted in the very nature of his struggles, in the constancy and patience 
with which he passed through his terrible ordeals. Tortured and reviled, 
he was still distinguished from his relentless persecutors by the regularity 
of his habits, by the purity of his morals, by the chastity of his domestic 
hearth, by his diligent industry, by hie scholarship and loftiness of faith. 
His industry triumphed over feudal indolence, his pure faith over barbarous 
fanaticism, his intelligence over the demons of ignorance, moral darkness 
and ecclesiastical superstition. Thus the Jew was the only true missionary 
on earth. His life, his being, his sufferings, his patience, his moral and 
intellectual labours, his active virtues preached God, law, order, love, truth, 
justice, charity and goodwill. Unspoken sermons, they were more eloquent 
than those of all the preachers and missionaries of all the churches and

Manchester and Communal Councils.. 


From Dr. PHILIP 1. WIGODER, 25, St. Ann Street. . 
[To THE Epiror.} 

Sir,—Another communal council, in embryo for some time, has now budded 
forth and is heralded in full blast in your columns, and we have the sorry 
spectacle of once more betraying that Jewish weakness of a multiplicity of kings, 
each one wanting to reign supreme and making the usual laughing stock of us to 
the outside world, with confusion worse confounded. 

In the course of an appeal! in your columns of October, 1913, for the forma- 
tion of a representative body, I wrote: “A communal council could goa long way 
towards removing unnecessary institutions and officials; it would also mean that 
when Jewish interests are to be advanced or defended, it would have the 
advantage of collective wisdom of those who in their individual capacity cannot 
carry much weight”; and*theirony of it all isthat, instead of reducing the numb?r 
of public bodies and preventing overlapping, we create a plethora of guardian 
angels and aggravate the condition by more under-secretaryships. 

The first of these institutions, the National Communal Council of «Maa- 
chester, with its full quota of officersand consisting of a large number of friendly 
societies, with a few minor synagogues and Zionist sccieties, came into being 
about two years ago and its programme was very extensive. Not only was it 
to interest itself in all matters affecting Jewry locally, but also the ultimate 
goal of Palestine was to be advocated whenever and wherever possible. 

However, a premature son soon came into being, who refused to be thus 
slighted, and elected bis own president and secretary and all the rest, for, he 
argued, who is better fitted to voice the opinions of the masses than the local 
delegates of the Board of Deputies, the majority of whom pay subscriptions to 
synagogues thatelect them but which they never visit, present reports, or consider 
their members on any of the topics that arise from time to time? Still! there 
they are, banded together, three and five and seven guinea representatives, voicing 
opinions of those they never meet, and, strange to relate, some constituents of 
the parent body have been swallowed up by them. . 

And now, another prophet has arisen in Israe!'! more leaders for the flock ! 

more protectors of our welfare! this time consisting of some friendly societies 
and more minor synagogues. 
‘The larger synagogues, the Great, Spanish and Portuguese, Congrega- 
tion of British Jews, New, Higher Broughton, with the North and South Man- 
chester, who have about two thousand seatholders with an income of over 48,000, 
have not lent their adherence to any of the bodies, and it has even been seriously 
mooted that they should join hands and form a communal council of their own. 

The premier charity organisations, like the Board of Guardians, Soup Kitchen, 
Jewish Hospital and Home for the Aged, are not represented, whilst educational 
institutions like the Talmud Torah and Jewish Schools owe no allegiance to any 
of the councils, and are therefore entitled to form one of their own. So the 
prospects of a quorum are excellent and will give us almost as many councils as 
burial grounds—no deductions, please ! 

What possible weight could the existing trinity have in any matters within 
or without the community? They will be recognised by nobody but themselves. 
Take the Sunday closing problem or Russian Jews’ enlistment, which may conceiv- 
ably crop up. Boruch will approach the authorities on behalf of “A” Council, 


which is in favour; Chaim, who will also claim the undivided mandate of “B” 
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Council, will be against, whilst Yankel for ‘C” 
and may even exercise acasting vote. The va 
sentation can be better imagined than described. 

The missionary problem confronts us in an acute form, anti-Semitic press 
attacks are frequent, religious education and many other urgent problems await 
solution, and can any of these bodies depicted above really state tliat they are 
speaking on behalf of Manchester Jewry? Or are we to go on wandering in a 
morass 

Is it too late, then, even at this eleventh hour, to appeal once more for a 
little give-and-take, to sink personalities Why cannot the Councils join hands 
and become a real protector of local Jewry’? And, if it is found impossible thus 
to span the bridge, why not invite some prominent Londoner like Mr. Alexander 
to come down and confer with these bodies with a view to establishing some 
order out of the present chaos, in the hope of bringing about unity, without which 
there can be no strength ?

ORDER OF ANCIENT MACCABEANS. 


[COMMUNICATED. 


A meeting of the Grand Council was held on the 3rd inst., at the offices of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians. Bro. HeERBerT Bentrwicn (Grand Oom- 
mander) presided. 

Bre. Lovis GOLDBERG reported that the Council of United Jewish Friendly 
Societies had adopted a resolution pledging the Council to the support of the 
Zionist demand for a publicly recognised, legally secured home for the Jewish 
people ia Palestine. It was resolved that a vote of thanks be accorded to the 
Order's delegates (Eros. Murray Rosenberg and Louis Goldberg) for their efforts 
is securing the adoption of the principle of the Basle Programme. 

The GRAND SECRETARY reported that the Jochanon- Hamachbi Beacon 
(Beifast) had now paid its dues and levies for the current quarter, which included 
the dues to the newly-registered War Emergency Fund. No reply to the formal 
demand for payment of their arrears of dues and levies having been received 
from the Modin Beacon (Manchester), the Grand Secretary was authorised to 
send ihe Beacon formal notice of saspension from the Order's benefits. 

The Council! proceeded to the consideration of the draft of a circular letter to 
be issued to the Commanders and Honorary Officers of Beacons, dealing fully 
with the steps taken to compose the differences arising out of the Manchester 
meeting, and setting out clearly the present position of the Grand Council and 
their obligations to dischargt their duty to the Order by enforcing the rules on 
all Beacons without regard to any of the matters in difference until the next 
annual meeting. The draft circular having been formally settled and adopted, 
Bro. Dr. S. DAICHES proposed, and bro. E. W. Rarpinow1cz (Grand Treasurer), 
seconded, and it was unanimously resolved: That the Grand Commander be 
requested to issue on behalf of the Grand Council a Zionist manifesto to all 
members of the Order, reminding them of their duty as Maccabeans in the 
present stirring times when there was so great a possibility of the realisation of 
their National ideals, and calling for unity and fraternity in their work. 

The Manifesto states in part: — 

The foundations have been laid for the rebuilding of the ancient Home by the efforts 
of those who have been true to their pledge of faithfulness to Zion. Brothers and 
comrades, they appeal to you tofulfil the work. At this crisis it is the urgent duty ol 
every Jew to show his attachment to the cause of his people, and his willingness to take 
a personal pari in the realisation of the national hopes. But it is specially incumbent 
on us Maccabeans to offer an example of steadiast taith and determination to overcome 
every obstacle in the way of the great achievement. For the re-making of our nation we 
need only faith and union ; faith in God and union between ourselves. We require all 
our forces; there must be no division in our ranks. Our fraternal bond must be 
sirengthened and extended so as to include the host of sympathisers who are now stirred 
by the developments which are so miraculously occurring before their eyes. We live in 
Messianic days Let us so work that we may be worthy to go-up together to Zion as a 


umited band. Thus united we may wel! tulfl in the coming Passover the age-long 
asyurauon of this Holy bestuval, * Next year in Jerusalem.” We appeal to you by our 
own watchwords, order, authority, and peace, for unity and loyalty to our Order and our 
cause, 


POSSIBILITIES IN PALESTINE, 

Under the auspices of the London University Zionist Society, Mr. S. 
Taikovsky, the well-known agricalturist, who for many years resided in Palestine, 
recentiy a paper on The Achievements and Prospects in Palestine.” 

Mr. TALKOVSKY gave a detailed account of the growth and developments of 
the various colonies, of the great assistance rendered by Baron Edmond de 
kothschild. He indicated the notable successes in the field of agriculture which 
Jews had achieved in Palestine and cited facts showing that the yield of the 
crops of Jewish agriculturalists was infinitely greater than that of the surrounding 
Arab. inhabitants. Past achievements in Palestine, he continued, justified the 
hopes of further and greater development in the future. It was, however, 
necessary to emphasise the fact that if the quality of the work gave good ground 
for sattsiaction, its quantity did not. The Jewish population of Palestine 
numbered only about 100,000 souls out of a total population of 700,000. The 
Jewish colonies covered a total area of 110,000 acres, which represented scarcely 
2.per cent. of its cultivated surface. 


NORTH LONDON YOUNG JEWISH NATIONAL LEAGUCE.—A social evening and 
concert was given by this Society, in aid of its Propaganda Fund, last week, at the 
North London Jewish Club. Mr. Silbernagel, the Chairman, gave a short address 
on the progress of the Zionist Movement. The concert was under the management of 
Mr. N. Kletz, the Vice-Chairman.

GOLDERS GREEN SyNAGOGUE.—The Rev. I. Livingstone, in the course of hi 
sermon at the Golders Green Synagogue on the First Day of Passover, appealed iot 
support to the Jewish Religious k-ducation Board, while admitting that the primary duty 
of his coreligionists in that district was 4o4atisfy the needs of their own community by 
donations to the Building and General Funds, so that it would soon be possible without 
unnecessary delay to make adequate provision for the requirements of religious educa- 
tion and religious worship in Golders Green and the surrounding district. In his 
address on the second day of the Festival, Mr. Livingstone referred tothe comments 
of the Je wisn CHRONICLE on the air of indifference and neglect which soe red to hang 
over many synagogues, aS was evidenced by the proceedings at the annual meeting o/ the 


Berkeley Street Synagogue. The lack of interest, he said, was evidently not con!ined to 
so-called “ orthodox ” synagogues. And although he did not deny that in some syua- 
gogues there might be a need for some modifications in the ritual, such modifications 


would not remove the evil.. Neither the creation of a centre in Palestine nor the 
removal! of disabilities in Russia would solve. the religious problems of Jewry. Some- 
thing else was indispensadle—-greater enthusiasm for Jewish observance and re)igious 
education. 

SouTH HACKNEY SYNAGOGUE,— The Rev. G. Isaacs preached on the First Day of 
Passover on the subject of the Russian Revolation. Mr. Isaacs said in part: Without 
any further aid the Allies would have won the victory over organised evil, but their 
victory would not have been complete. America would never have forgiven herself if 
he had not shared in the grace an4 the glory of redempiion and salvation. And we 
should have sorrowed over the withheid ratification of our ideals, Now we know that 
the world of freedom is one, and that the great peace for which we pray will be esiab- 
lished for evermore. 


PASSOVER AT THE JEWISH NAVAL AND MILITARY ASSOCIATION.—-The Committee 
of the Association made provision for an unusually large number of visitors doring 
Passover. The accommodation provided was so fully taxed that a number of the men 
were compeiled to steep in adjacent quarters, though all had their meals on the 
premises. On the first Seder evening forty sat down, and on the following evening the 
number was larger, including as it did representatives of Australia, Canada, South 
Africa. a sirong contingent of men who had been transferred from the Zion Mu'e 
Corps to the 20th London, anda Rumanian. The Service was rendered by Mr. H. 
Franks. . Those who were able to sojourn at the Club during their brie! leave expressed 
their warm appreciation of the homelike accommodation provided. 


PASSOVER AT CITY OF LONDON INFIRMARY.-—At the Bow Institution (City of 
!.ondon Infirmary). it was found possible to provide the inmates with everything Kosher 
for the Festival. Owing to the interest of the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the 
House Committee, the Rev. B. N. Michelson and Mr. T. Morris, the visitors to the 
Institution, were successful in obtaining the use of a separate kitchen and new utensils. 
All the Jewish inmates were placed in one ward, and there the Seder was given on both 
nights and services were held onboth days. Mr. M. Markovitch assisted. The Jewish 
Board of Guardians helped with funds towards defraying the expenses, and this was 
supplemented by a small coliection taken in the Bow district. The meat was provided by 
Mr. Frankel and the Jewish Butchers’ Association. It is believed that this is the first 
occasion on which Passover has been celebrated in an infirmary with all the rites of the 
Festival.
